You may also know Andrea Smith, a

Atlanta Rollergirl name: Demi Gore. Before lacing up her roller skates, 
Smith was studying to be a special effects make-up artist. She was mak- 
ing people into monsters when she had her professional breakthrough. 
Why not make edible monsters? She combined elements from her 
favorite genres including tattoos, monsters, and horror to make the 
images into a now endless array of delicious confections. 

Smith's artistic medium is everything edible. She uses a premium 
Belgian chocolate in milk, white, or extra-dark as her base and then 
combines traditional handmade centers of flavored ganache, caramel, tof- 
fee, nougat, and the more unconventional yet deliciously spicy and 
savory blends like habanero, lemon zest, whiskey, Chai tea, smoked salt 
and of course bacon and bacon grease. She also makes her own FDA- 
approved molds so virtually nothing is off-limits. She is currently work- 
ing on new characters from classic horror and sci-fi movies, a "Metal" 
line of chocolates celebrating the greatest heavy metal bands, and 
even more great old style tattoo flash images made to be eaten!

" hen, out of the blue, a friend of mine told me 
I about Chris Saint Clark and his shop, Kustom 
A Thrills. So I just stopped by to check it out. I knew 
immediately that this was the place," writes a reviewer on 
Yelp.com. 

Chris Saint Clark is a Freemason, a Shriner, a member of 
the State Guard and American Legion, is his state's represen- 
tative for the Alliance of Professional Tattooists, and has 
recently been sponsored byTATSoul. Chris can be found in 
Nashville, Tenn. at Kustom Thrills Tattoo, a shop that he has 
owned and operated for three years. 

Chris travels — twice during some months — to appear at 
conventions as both artist and teacher, having instructed 
seminars on black and gray technique in the past. At last 





month's Jacksonville Convention, he debuted his new book: The Holy Black and Grayl, a 1 05- 
page, full-color hardcover explaining his techniques in black and gray specifically. Chris has 
been tattooing for 1 3 years. 



How did you get started tattooing? 

Growing up in Atlanta, many of my friends became tattoo artists. Because of music, I fell 
out of the loop for a minute and thought I had missed my opportunity. It was a continual 
door being shut in my face. I was completely sleeved and had my neck, back and head tat- 
tooed. One fateful night I stopped in at the Highlander [a bar in Midtown Atlanta] and Tony 
Olivas and the Sacred Heart crew were out with some friends. I sat down with them and 
talked for a while when someone said to me, "So, Chris, when are you going to start tat- 
tooing?" I said, "When someone offers me an apprenticeship. I've been trying for seven 
years but I've given up!" Tony looks over at me and says, "I didn't even know you knew how 
to draw, you got a portfolio? Be at the studio at noon tomorrow." Just like that. I was so 
overwhelmed. 

It was like a bomb had exploded on the table and I had to keep my cool. Was it that 
easy? Was I at the right place at the right time? I already held Tony and Sacred Heart in a 
higher place than most artists and shops, and now I had a chance to be a part of it. So we

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continued to sit and drink. I got so wasted that Tony 
had to sign my receipt for me. I was a mess. 

The next day I woke up, gathered my artwork and 
got over to Sacred Heart as fast as I could. It was 
raining. I had no vehicle and no cash for a cab so I ran 
from Midtown to Little 5 Points.The rest is history I 
suppose. 

What was working at Sacred Heart like? 

Sacred Heart was a studio that had a reputation 
for quality. Not just anyone could go there and work. 
You had to be on your game or go home and the 
pressure on me to learn and grow was fairly intense. 

I treated everyday like school. I came in from 
open to close and really tried to apply myself and 
make every day count for something. I would just sit 
and study how artists and clients interacted, and 
would keep a journal of everything I learned. Tony was 
the master. Although he was gone to conventions a 
lot, when he was there I hung on every word. 
Whether it was about tattooing or not, I wanted to 
know how he thought. When he was gone, everyone 
in the studio was there for me and I was able to learn 
a lot from them. 

Earlier this year, Tony and I sat down together at 
the Muslnk convention in California. He told me that 



he was proud of how far I've come, and was surprised because he felt that 
he didn't really teach me much since he was gone a lot. I regarded my 
apprenticeship with a reverence that helped me maintain a path and push 
myself on to the next level. He taught me more than he knows. The role 
Tony and Sacred Heart played in my career and my life was giant. To this day 
I regularly call Tony for guidance. I now have my studio and artists, and that 
reminds me of those early days. I try to pass along that same guidance. The 
only way I can repay my gratitude is to be the best at what I do. 

Are there any particular themes you explore with your art? 

I concentrate on doing black and gray Realism with a focus mostly on 
photo replication and portraiture. It took me a long time to balance my 
ideas about what I wanted to specialize in. I struggled in my first few years as 
a tattoo artist and, even though I had the right people involved, I still needed 
to learn about things like properly-running machines, the small variations 
between tube tips, pigment viscosity, and so on. I wanted to tune my work as 
much as possible, and focusing on one style has made that all come together 
for me. I enjoy doing color but it just doesn't excite me like black and gray. 
As I developed my skills and had Tony show me what to do, my gray wash 
was looking more like what I wanted to see. Positive response fed my desir 
to produce smooth blends and even shading.

CHRIS SAINT CLARK 




Of course dark or lurid subject matter make great 
dynamic pieces, and I like pinup artwork and old photos 
of anything. My flash designs and personal artwork are 
generally darker in theme than most of my tattoo work. I 
have to be stimulated by imagery to get motivated to 
draw, unlike tattooing where I get excited about every 
design. I like ideas that are challenging or difficult to pull 
off. I like to push myself to 
see what I can accomplish. 

You have a book, 
The Holy Black and 
Grayl, that's out now. 

I've spent my entire 
career trying to perfect my 
black and gray technique. 
Although there is always 
room for improvement, I feel 
like I have grasped it enough 
to share my ideas with other 
artists. It took me about 1 
months to write, and is only 
available to artists working in 
a legitimate studio. It goes 
through my whole process of 
completing a realistic black 
and gray tattoo. I break down 
a lot of the small problems 

associated with getting really smooth shading as well as 
common features in portraits and a step-by-step section. 
It debuted early September at the Jacksonville Tattoo 
Convention, where I also taught a seminar on the subject. 
I was lucky enough to learn from the best, so I want to 
share my knowledge with fellow artists who want to put 
the effort in and take their black and gray to the next 
level. 

YouVe a member of the Alliance of 
Professional Tattooists and the state repre- 
sentative in Tennessee. What is this organiza- 
tion all about? 

The Alliance of Professional Tattooists (APT) is a non- 
profit organization that was created to address the health 
and safety issues facing the tattoo industry. We want to 
educate artists on standard procedures and the public 
regarding safe tattooing. We also work with lawmakers 
and health officials as a voice for the industry. My person- 
al goal is to increase communication among the tattooists 
and the health officials in Tennessee. I will also be traveling 
to conventions in the state to spread the word about 
APT and help coordinate the PDTT (Preventing Disease 
Transmission in Tattooing) blood borne pathogen seminar. 

Someone told me that you're a 
Freemason. 

I have been a Master Mason for seven years and I 
belong to Thunderbolt Lodge 693. It consists of men who 




have joined the craft because the eternal principals have struck a chord 
within them. It is not a religion, although one of the requirements is that 
you believe in a higher power. It is not a cult, and we do not worship the 
devil or any other idols. It is a philanthropy with a lot of unseen charity 
work that benefits the community as well as children, much like the 
Shriners (which I am a part of, too). My father was a Mason so I naturally 
wanted to follow in his footsteps. Values, Morality and Honour are what 
being a Freemason is about. I've learned to be a better person by being 
surrounded by amazing and influential people. It is a brotherhood that 
surpasses all lines of travel and there's nothing else like it. It has single 
handedly been the most important thing I've done. *

After 
more than six years in the 
industry, Kristin enjoys the 
environment provided by 
working in a salon, the 
creativity she's afforded, 
and the ability to be 
instantly gratified by her 
work. 

She began getting 
tattooed about 1 years 
ago. "I really like tradi- 
tional style ink. My dad 
has a rose and dagger 
on his arm that he got 
around the time he 
was in the Navy. And 
my grandpa had a 
heart and banner on 
his forearm that he 
got while he was in 
the Army. I grew up 
thinking they were 
awesome. I remem- 
ber putting on tempo- 
rary tattoos all the time as a kid." She also has multi- 
ple matching tattoos, two of which are shared with her child- 
hood best friend.

About four 
years ago, Eric 
Waetzig was living 
in Atlanta, working 
at a small design 
shop. Bored at 
work, he developed 
a simple graphic 
character named 
'Rudeboy.' This is 

also around the same time he got his first tattoo from Danielle 
Distefano while she was still at 13 Roses Tattoo Parlour, thus 
beginning his personal tattoo addiction. Inspired, Waetzig was con- 
stantly slapping stickers up all over town, spraying stencils, and 
throwing up wheat paste images of what was once described as "a 
"a Koala bear with a hard-on," aka 'Rudeboy.' Eventually, he started 
working overtime for different apparel brands creating shirt graph- 
ics and fell in love with the trade. "I had finally found a place for my 
style of arwork," says Waetzig. Eventually he decided to start his 
own line called Rukru, a made-up derivative of 'Rudeboy' He and 
his lady then packed up and moved to Los Angeles to begin bring- 
ing the Rukru brand to life. 

So what is the Rukru? Respect the Trade. According to its cre- 
ator, "it means appreciating the crafts people have sculpted to 
make the cultures we associate them with. We fall in love with hot 
rods, music and graffiti and sometimes overlook the person who 
has dedicated their life to mastering that trade. The beauty lies in 
the detail of craft." 

Eric Waetzig says Rukru's greatest accomplishment is "knowing

that I actually started a brand with a solid, positive message; 
knowing that we have an awesome group of people who support 
us; and knowing that today was better than yesterday. I think 
that's pretty rad." 

Rukru will be available in more niche shops across the U.S. 
and will be collaborating with different artists and brands for 
future projects in 201 I. Also keep a lookout for a new line to 
drop that Waetzig says is "going to turn a lot of heads." Well 
we're already looking, and we like what we see. [J.J. Diablo]

This is where theTATSoul- 
Spearman Wrath Tubes leave other disposable tubes in 
the dust. Months of research have gone into the devel- 
opment of the form and function of these tubes. 

Wrath Tubes are made from solid premium-grade 
plastic, taking away the flimsy feeling of other dispos- 
ables. They are constructed thicker than other plastic 
tubes to give back some of the weight lost; the extra 
thickness also prevents the tube from flexing and shat- 
tering in-yoke like the plastic tubes of lesser brands. 
The plastic is transparent, so you never have to guess 
how the bar is sitting or how the needle is oriented — 
you can see your needles are set up perfectly every 
time. The transparency also makes washout between 
colors easier, preventing muddied inks.

INTERVIEW BY J.J. DIABLO 

Over the last 12 years, Every Time I Die has released 
five full-length albums, two EPs, multiple DVDs and 
have appeared on nearly ten compilation records. 
They're known for playing metalcore, a portmanteau of metal 
and hardcore punk and a style of music that puts a great 
deal of emphasis on the breakdown. 

Two founding members of Every Time I Die, Keith 
Buckley and Jordan Buckley (the/re brothers), were gracious 
enough to talk to us a few days before the Warped Tour came 
through the South. Known not only for their ability to write 
intense, aggressive music but also for their sense of humor, 
these brothers talk touring, why Tyson Ritter from The Ail- 
American Rejects is a legend, and lots of other SHIT. 

New Junk Aesthetic, their first record on Epitaph, arrived 
this time last year. SHIT HAPPENS:THE TOUR begins 
November I in the US. Additional details at www.everytimei- 
die.net. 

So, Keith, how did you guys get involved with 
Warped Tour? 

We met on E-Harmony three years ago. After a brief 
courting session, we realized we were perfect for each other 
and have been together ever since. She's a fierce and fickle 
mistress. The shows are great but the days are long. I have a 
pinched nerve right now, so I've been in hell for the last three 
days. But I get to eat and drink for free so it all evens out. 

Any crazy stories from beyond the stage? 

Our sound guy gets drunk. Quickly and often. Once there 
was a "rave party" before bus call and, since he felt that it 
sucked, he went over and pulled their tent down. Then he 
ran away. He instantly bummed out dozens of ravers. 

Since the tour is supported by Vans, is any- 
one skating? 

I haven't seen much skating going on. But that's because 
we're usually parked on gravel or grass. I did see rollerblad- 
ing in Montreal though, which was, well... expected. 

Who do you think has the best tattoos on 
the tour? 

Me. 

Well, who has the most? 

Probably Mitch from Suicide Silence. It looks like he's 
wearing a turtleneck made of ink. 

Are there any tattoo artists traveling with 
Warped Tour? 

Yeah, there are a few. Craig Beasley is supposed to be

doing my ribs soon. An artist named Shauncey has done some 
work on my legs. 

There are so many EPIC punk legends on 
Warped Tour. Who are you fawning over? 

As I was doing this, the episode of House came on with 
the dude from The Ail-American Rejects on it. They're not on 
the tour anymore and I wasn't really dying to meet him 
before, but now that I know he's been on House I would 
have loved to ask him about it. 

So, Jordan, the band seems to have jumped 
from the New Junk Aesthetic Tour to the 
Warped Tour. How have the fans responded to 
the new music? 

It's hard to tell because our set is a mix of our entire 
catalog, and we encourage high energy output from every- 
one watching. But from what I can tell, kids seem to be hurt- 
ing each other as intensely to our new songs as they do to 
our old songs. So that's good! 

Are there plans to get back into the studio 
soon? Or more touring? 

Yes, to both. Always. 

What else can we expect to see from ETID 
the rest of 20 1 and first of 20 1 1 (besides 
excessive nudity)? 

We put out a DVD called SHIT HAPPENS in 2006, and 
it's just bizarre how much our fans have taken to it. People 
quote it to us like it's The Godfather. So for the rest of the 
summer and fall, we took the last four years worth of 
footage and, instead of making a sequel, we made a ton of 
episodes and are releasing them for free at 
www.vans.com/etid. A SHIcom, if you will. 

On October 1 9 all the episodes and bonus 
footage will be released on one disc by Epitaph.This will 
be accompanied by the Hell On Earth tour in Europe, a 
headliner back here in November, and a trip to Alaska in 
December. ETID is nonstop wrecking machine, and we 
have been built to last! *

Their fifteenth album, Call of the Wild, does 
not disappoint. 

The album embodies the soul and sound of the Deep South — best 
described as a mix of punk rock and rockabilly, with a clear edge of coun- 
try. The guitar riffs incite a desire to drink hard, have a great time, and get 
into a little trouble. Some songs, such as "Party 101," have a distinct punk 
feel, while others, like "Paint the Town Red" and "The Party's Over," have 
a country swagger and possess a rockabilly spirit.There's something for 
everyone, so check out the swamp boys' latest addition to their discogra- 
phy, and give Call of the Wild a good, hard listen.

The quivering falsetto of Kevin Barnes and 
the afro-pop/funk/soul/psychedelic/electronic/ 
whathaveyou that it's paired with on Of 
Montreal's tenth record (their fifth on 
Polyvinyl), False Priest, is emblematic of their 
intellectual, synthetic drug-based approach to 
creating what might sound like strange, semi-paradoxical dance music. 
Kinda like listening to "Girlfriend in a Coma" by The Smiths: you don't 
know how to feel because the lyrics are depressing as shit but the music 
makes you glad to be alive. 

Like the last half-decade of Of Montreal's music, False Priest may 
sound all over the place at times. Songs like "Coquet Coquette," "Godly 
Intersex," and "Famine Affair" (with its reference to a Woody Allen film) 
are my personal favorites. Guest appearances by Janelle Monae and 
Solange Knowles round out another successful release for this Athens- 
based Elephant Six offshoot. - Sean Dettman
